of the General Government, if 
that Government should incline 
to extend a fostering hand to- 
wards it,” and until the erection 
of such an University the divi- 
dends were to be invested, ac- 
cording to his will, "until a sum 
adequate to the accomplishment 
of the object is obtained, of 
which I have not the smallest 
doubt before many years pass 
away, even if no aid pr en- 
couragement is given by Legi- 
slative authority or from any 
other source.” 

Washington’s legacy ■ never 
became effective. Because of 
varying opinions as to the func- 
tions of the national government 
in matters of education, Con- 
gress never acted; and in time 
the shares themselves became 
valueless. 

But others took up that work, 
and in 1821 George Washington 
University was founded under 
the name of Columbia College. 

George Washington, the tes- 
tator; George Washington Uni- 
versity, the executors. 

And so we stand today, as we 
have for the 105 years of the 
University's existence, executors 
of Washington’s will and holders 
of a trust from the great man 
who was the first President of 
our United States. Only today 
we are able to fulfill his educa- 
tional ambitions and create upon 
the sound foundation laid down 
for us a larger college that will 
be better able to carry out his 
wish for a University in the City 
of Washington to promote the 
principles of Americanism, teach 
the principles of better govern- 
ment and develop the minds of 
the youth of the country in the 
professions they may choose to 
follow. 

The past century found it 
difficult for the University to 
progress. Today we find our- 
selves in possession of Corcoran 
Hall, a Gymnasium, and in a

This 
building will contain a new, up-to-date 
library on the fourth floor, containing 
facilities for study impossible to 
obtain under the present conditions.

Many 
organizations are without rooms in 
the University at the present time 
cowing to crowded conditions.

The interest of the 
students in the new buildings and in- 
creased endowment is the barometer 
by which may be read the interest of 
the nation-wide scattering of alumni. 
“Nothing can be done," he said, “in 
the larger field outside unless here at 
home among our own students we can 
show tremendous enthusiasm. We did 
that last year, and we can and must 
do it again."
